On June 29, 1990, Southern Natu 
ral made a general rate filing under 
Section 4 of the Natural Gas Act in 
ket #RP90-139, This filing was 
accepted by the Federal Energy Reg 

jlatory Commission (FERC), under 
bond, and was suspended until Jan 
urary 1, 1991, 

For the period January 1, 1991 
through September 79, 1991, gas 
prices from Southern 
Southeast Alabama Gas District will 
increase by approximatcly 3.8¢ 

ne hundred cubic feet of gas. This 

purchased gas adjusument will be in 
luded in monthly bills for the peri 
od necessary to recover the gas cost 
nerease from Southern Natural dur 
ing the period of this rate cost settle 
nent 

rhis is the first overall increase ir 
southern Natural’s rates since Octo- 
vr, 1986 and the first general rate 

nerease by Southeast Alabama Gas 
istrict since November 1986 

The Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission allowed this increase 
over vigorous’ opposition from 
Southeast and Southern's other cus- 
tomers. This temporary rate increase 
will cost the District's customers 
who use 30 CCF per month approxi- 
mately $1.14, 

The Southeast Gas District re- 
grets the necessity of this increase 
and will continue to do everything 
possible to hold gas rates down 
while maintaining a high level of 
service to the over 30,000 customers 
they serve in 15 Southeast Alabama 
counties,

County faces another possible lawsuit

Marvin Wheeless with 
Associates of Dothan stated that 
“someone would be sued” if an 
agreeable solution is not reached. He 
was referring to the contract to build 
the new Department of Human Re- 
sources facility in Enterprise. 

As was reported last week in this 
newspaper, the contract has been 
awarded to J. Kinson Cook Con- 
struction Company of Tallahassee. 
Florida. GenCon had _ previously 
been awarded the contract to build 
the facility when it was a project of 
the Alabama State Department of 
Human Resources. This was done in 
September of 1990, 

A legal issue concerning who 
would hold title to the facility arose 
causing a delay in the start of con- 
struction. This matter also affected 
the financing of this project which 
involved federal funds. It was later 
determined that Coffee County 
should hold title to the building and 
lease it to the state agency. This 
would alleviate any possible prob- 
lem with receiving the matching fed- 
eral funds with which to construct 
the facility. 

Mr. Wheeless contends that An- 
drew P. Hornsby. Jr. Commissioner 
of the State of Alabama Department 
of Human Resources assured him in 
a letter dated November 7, 1990, 
“we are still planning to have your

firm (GenCon) construct this build- 
ing and will give you a proceed-to- 
work order just as soon as the legal 
issuc is resolved.” 

According to Coffee County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Moblcy, the at- 
torneys with the State Board of Ex- 
aminers advised the county to re-bid 
the contract rather than use the bid 
contract price received by the state. 
This was the direction that the 
county took and the contract was 
once again put out for bid. 

Wheeless stated that he was told 
by state DHR officials that their at- 
torneys saw no problem with the 
county using the state's bid contract 
price to construct the facility. 

In the February 11 commission 
meeting, the commissioners voted to 
accept the low bid of $578,000 from 
J. Kinson Cook Construction. This 
price was $17,000 less than the con- 
tract price bid by GenCon. 

A letter dated February 13, 1991 
to the county's attorney, Warren 
Rowe, from GenCon's attomeys 
states that GenCon has incurred ex- 
penses in excess of $60,000 on the 
DHR facility contract and also, they, 
GenCon, were required to submit a 
payment and performance bond to 
the State of Alabama. According to 
Wheeless, the company paid 
$8,500.00 to secure the bond. 

The letter further stated that Mr. 
Wheeless' intentions are to attempt 


to enjoin from being entered into the 
contract between the county and J. 
Kinson Cook. Futhermore, he plans 
to enforce the contract that was orig- 
inally entered into with the State in 
September. 

Notice was served in the letter 
that the original contract is to hon- 
ored and that any subsequent acts 
which interfere with that agreement 
or which result in its breach, will re- 
sult in appropriate legal action by 
our client for all damages he (Whee- 
less) has incurred, 

The letter concluded, “We would 
appreciate the County's reconsidera- 
tion of their position in regards to’ 
this original contract and would re- 
quest a written response to this de- 
mand within five (5) days, to avoid 
the necessity of filing a lawsuit in 
this matter.” 

Wheeless said, "I have not re- 
ceived any official notification from 
anyone with the State of Alabama 
Department of Human Resources 
that our contract with them has been 
terminated,” 

A letter was written on December 
18, 1990, to DHR Commissioner 
Andrew Hormsby, Jr. requesting him 
to "advise GenCo of his intent as 
soon as possible” on the DHR build- 
ing to be built in Coffee County. 

Wheeless concluded with, “I just 
want what's right to be done in this 
matter - that’s all!”

FLOOD CONTROL IN THE PEA RIVER BASIN TOPIC OF DISCUSSION | 


Corps of Engineers & S.C.S. to conduct workshop

The Mobile District, U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, and the USDA 
Soil Conservation Service will be 
holding informal public workshops 
in Alabama and Florida to solicit 
public input for the comprehensive 
study of water resource problems 
and needs in the Choctawhatchee- 
Pea River Basins. 

The workshops are being held to 
inform the public of the study initia- 
tion and to solicit the public's held in 
defining the water resources prob- 
lems and needs they believe should 
be studied. Active participation by 
citizens, businesses and officials in 
the planning process for the study is 
important. 

The joint comprehensive study 
was authorized by Congress and pro- 
vides for an investigation and survey 
to address a full range of water re- 
sources and needs including flood 
-ontrol, water supply, water quality, 
recreation, fish and wildlife enhance- 
ment, erosion control, drought con- 
trol and allied purposes. 

The study will be conducted in 
two phases. The first phase is a 12- 
18 month federally funded recon- 
naissance phase. The purpose of the 
reconnaissance study is to identify 
water resource problems, needs and 
possible solutions and to develop the 
scope of the feasibility study. The 
second phase is a three year feasibili- 
ty phase which will require cost 
sharing with a non-federal sponsor. 
The purpose of the feasibility study

is to focus on alternative solutions 
that may lead to specific implemen- 
tations to address the problems and 
needs identified in the studies. 

The Choctawhatchee-Pea River 
Basins have a history of natural dis- 
asters and increasing water shortag- 
es. In 1988, the area was hit by a 
drought that caused heavy losses to 
the farming communities. The 
drought was followed by a record 
flood on March 16 and 17, 1990. 
The flood caused the Elba levee to 
break and damaged the Geneva lev- 
ee, This and other floods have 
caused severe damage to homes, 
businesses, roads, and utilities, re- 
sulting in“extensive monetary losses 
in the basins. 

To ensure all concerns are heard 
and addressed, from Bullock County 
Alabama to Choctawhatchee Bay in 
Florida, you are encouraged to at- 
tend one of the workshop being of- 
fered throughout the area, 

There will be a workshop con- 
ducted in Elba at the Army Re- 
serve Center on Monday, Febru- 
ary 25, 7:00 p.m. The Center is 
located on the Claxton Ave. (Bran- 
tleu Hwy.).

We received a phone call a couple of weeks ago from a woman noting our 
belief there would be no war over Kuwait, etc. She felt it was alright to 
call ‘cause we had already admitted our mistake. It seems this woman 
thought the same thing, but she felt her message came from God. Well, 
first we feel our thoughts were based on a deep down belief that we really 
didn't want a war, because wars kill good people also. While we surely 
didn't understand her message we refused to dismiss it either! Thinking 
about it at this time however, maybe her message was that there would not 
be war in the biblical tradition of soldiers marching into battle against oth- 
er soldiers marching into battle . . . .in other words “maybe no ground 
war”. It looks now like there is a slim chance the Iraqis will pull out of 
Kuwait without further commitment of American military might. Of 
course it is kinda crazy for this to be written on Monday morning when we 
know so little of what is really happening in Baghdad or what will happen

We rode to Troy Thursday with Elba Mayor Fred Moore to look over that 
Pike County city's recycling program. Elba must get an approved plan in 
place almost immidately. . . .it is state law that all cities and counties begin 
recycling at least 25% of their solid waste and soon. Coffee County and 
the cities all filed a joint play earlier but state officias! didn't like that one. 
Having read a good number of horror stories about the high cost of recy- 
cling programs, we were pleased to hear that Troy has some parts of their 
program that, while they were not turning a profit, were at least almost 
breaking even! One thing they are doing which we really like is giving 
away mulch materials . . and itis legal, The city crews collect the leaves, 

etc. and citizens can get a little or a trailer truck load by going to a pre- 

determined site. The same laws apply about hauling to private property, 
but they can help load the leaves. We have always thought it was a waste- 
ful expense for the city to have to bury leaves and limbs just like they did 
household garbage. Now we find a way to use them and help the environ- 
ment at the same time! 


The Army Corp of Engineers has a meeting scheduled in Elba on February 
25th to discuss proposals for preventing future flooding by the Pea River. 
They have eight or ten such hearings scheduled around the delta. This is 
another step in a long process to tap the federal coffers for flood preventa- 
tion measures, We suggest that any of you with ideas be there and let 
yourself be heard. We say that because we don't really care to go through 
that muddy clean-up procedure again . . .flood insurance or no flood insu- 
rance! 


Last Friday we were asked where was our Mercedes-Benz car. We had a 
blank look, 'cause we don't even ride in one of those often.

Annette Williams, of New Brock- 
ton, has been recognized by a faculty 
committee at Enterprise State Junior 
College as a Successful Returning 
Adult Student.

My parents, 
had upon retirement, moved ‘back 
home’ to New Brockton and in 1981 
we decided to do the same. I began 
taking one or two classes per quarter 
as my family and work schedule 
would allow and this quarter I'm see- 
ing the reward for those years of 
work,” 

Williams is secretary to Dr. Kent 
Kimball, Director of Programs and 
Plans at the U.S. Army Acromedical 
Research Lab at Fort Rucker. She 

continues, “In my job I work with a 
lot of PhD.'s and feel that my educa- 
tion is helping with my job perfor- 
mance, Dr, Kimball has been very 
supportive of my educational efforts, 
as has my faniily. After ESJC I am 
planning to work toward a B.S, de 
gree in psychology. 

Going back to school has meank 
many things for Williams. “I feel I'm 
sclting an example for my children, 
two of whom are currently atiending 
ESJC, and it has provided a great 
personal satisfaction. I've learned 
that I can discipline’myself to reach 
a goal and that's a lesson for all of

I had just turned 22, was a very 
active member of the Elba Rescue 
Squad, and had just earned my EMT 
license. On January 3, 1991, I was 
scheduled to begin my internship to 
finish college. (i went through 
school in 3 years). Now, | am unable 
to work with the rescue squad, I can't 
work, and I can't finish college. My 
entire life has been put on hold, 

I have asked about a red light at 
that intersection many times. Why 
was there not one there before I had 
my accident? Does someone have to 
die there before we can get a red 
light? 1 almost did, When I arrived in 
Dothan by mobile intensive car, the 
doctors did not know if I'd live be- 
cause I had lost so much blood inter- 
nally. 

I have written letters to Perry 
Hand, Secretary of State, the state 
engineer, Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley, and Mayor Fred Moore. The re- 
sponse from the capitol was “We 
will conduct a study of that intersec 
tion to sce if it warrants a red light.” 
What is warrants? Does warrants 
mean that there has to be others like 
me? Does it mean someone has to 
die there? There have been two acci- 
dents at that same intersection since 
my accident on December 19, 1990, 

How do those of us who are con- 
cerned get action? It seems that we 
have traffic lights at all of the inter- 
sections except for the one that is 
most traveled. I realize that because 
you can see so far on either side of 
the intersection people think that it is 
safe. It's not. It is hard to judge and 
perceive distance at intersections 
like HWY 87N and AL 203. Please 
don't be another statistic. Don't pull 
out in front of an oncoming car, no 
matter what the distance. It might be 
your life put on hold, if you still 
have one, It is better to be safe than 
sorry. Someone's life depends upon 
it.

Combat Zone Declaration 
Triggers Tax Relief 


President Bush has designated the 
Persian Gulf a combat zone, trigger- 
ing a number of federal tax relict 
provisions. 

Members of the armed forces and 
support personnel in the Persian 
Gulf assigned to Operation Desert 
Storm will not have to file their 1990 
federal income tax returns until at 
least 180 days after they depart from 
the Persian Gulf. No penalty or inter- 
est will be charged during this period 
on any tax due for 1990, 

IRS also will suspend all tax re 
turn examinations and actions to col 
lect any back taxes owed by these 
taxpayers for years prior to 1990 un 
til at least 180 days after the taxpay 

leaves the combat zone. During 
this ime no penalty or interest will 
be added to any tax due

Elba City Council refuses to pay bill

“Help me with the expense of this 
paving we did”, was the plea the 
Elba City Council heard from local 
businessman Ricky Haywood Mon- 
day evening. 

Haywood presented the council 
with a bill for $650 which he said 
represented the part of the concrete 
he paid for on city property in front 
of his downtown drugstore. 

Haywood got in a debate with 
Mayor Fred Moore over conversa- 
tions concerning the paving before it 
was done, Moore didn't remember a 
discussion on the matter which Hay- 
wood said took place. 

However Council member Don- 
ald Lawford said he had talked with 
Larry Goodson about the matter, 
talked with Moore and conveyed 
Moore's position back to Goodson, 
which included a request for some- 
one involved to talk with Moore be- 
fore any work was done. 

All parties acknowledged this dis- 
cussion never took place, but the 
curb was removed and the paving 
done anyway. 


Haywood reported he presented | 


the bill to the City soon after com- 
pletion of the work and it was re- 
turned unpaid. He said he waited un- 
til after the City had received annual 
privilege licenses fees and was again 
asking for payment, assuming mon- 
ey was now available.

Judge cancels 
criminal court

County (Troy). The Twelfth Judicial 
Cuircuit is composed of Pike and 
Coffee counties. 

Judge Riley Green of Troy was 
the third judge serving the Twelfth 
Circuit up until his retirement on De 
cember 31, 1990, He has heard some 
cases since his entirement, but he 
will not be hearing any further cases, 
This has made it necessary for Pre- 
siding Judge Butts to re-arrange the 
court calender, 

Governor Guy Hunt is expected 
to name a sucessor to fill Judge 
Green's unexpired term in the very 
near future, It is believed that the ap- 
pointee will be from Pike County, 

The Circuit Clerk's Office in Elba 
was instructed to notify perspective 
jurors of the term of court cancella- 
tion, Jury summons for the March 4 
court date had already been mailed 
oul 

On Tuesday of this week, sen- 
tencing hearings on cases resolved 
on Monday, February 4 were sched- 
uled but had to be cancelled. Judge 
Butts was schedule to preside, but 
was unable to do so due to illness, 
These hearings will be re-scheduled 
ata later date

ing funds. Mrs. Ammons was arrest- 
ed on October 26, 1990 and charged 
with theft in the first-degree 

Mrs. Ammons, 48, of New 
Brockton had worked for the county 
as a bookeeper clerk for the past 13 
years, 

State auditors began their work 


almost immediatley after Mrs, Am- 
mons’ arrest and have been and are 
sll presently auditing county 
records, 


Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told members of the press af- 
ter the commission came out of the 
excutive session that the audit was 
sull not complete. 

“They're (the auditors) not com- 
plete with the audit, it'll be ah, ah - 
another - we don't know how long,” 
Eagerton said. “We're still waiting 


on some checks that have not come

to move toward selecting a perma- 
nent site for the public library, The 
building must be replace as federal 
officials declared the old facility on 
Putnam Street a total loss following 
the flood of last March. 

‘The group looked at three sites. 
The one favored by the local library 
board is across from the police sta- 
tion where the old city hall building 
is presently being torn down. The 
City has purchased the lot between 
this building and the fire department 
with ideas of putting both the library 
and rescue squad on the land. 

However there was some concern 
expressed that there wouldn't be 
enough space for a 5,000 foot li- 
brary, the necessary 25 parking spac- 
es and the rescue squad, 

Another site looked at was the va- 
cant lot where the May building was 
torn down several years ago. Howev- 
er this is not owned by the City and 
only part(if any) would be available. 
Library officials didn't feel this 


would be quite enough land. 

The third site looked at was the li- 
brary wing of the old high school. 
State officials strongly expressed 
their opinions that this is a very un- 
desirable site for the city library. 

Architect Howard Green said this 
s “the least desirable location. It is a 
bad traffic area and in a dead end 
area”. He added, “You would have 
to be looking for it to find it”, 

When Council member John W. 
Sharpless quesuioned him on the ex- 
pense of remodeling vs_ building 
new, Green pointed out the unknown 
of repairing the flood damage, rewir- 
ing and installation of new heating 
and cooling and this would be more 
expensive than in new construction. 
He added that the floor must be re- 
moved and the condition of the sub- 
flooring wouldn't be known until
